I always calculate my years with the Beatles by my Summer holidays. When T go this 
year—later on this month—I will have concluded anolher twelve months with the boys. 
lis been the usual busy year but it wasn't until July 1 really felt | needed a holiday. It was a 
ease of “HELP!’, “HELP! and more “HELP!". First “HELP! came with the release 
of the single record title song of the film. Second “HELP! the premiere of the actual film 
followed by the general release. Now more “HELP!” is on the way. It will arrive on 6th 
August when the new LP. will be on sale. Fourteen tracks in all—the seven soundtrack 
numbers making up side one and another seven, equally fantastic, on side two. Four of 
these are solos one by each of the boys, All but two of the compositions are by the Beatles 
ten Lennon-McCartney and two rare George Harrison's. George sings both of his—one 
on each side, The beauty of this record is that you can review halt of it yourselves when you 
see the film. 

Beatle records are being bought by the hundreds of thousands in almost every country 
in the world, However, the real test for any group is when they arrive to give live perfor- 
tmarices in these foreign countries like the tour of France. Italy and Spain that the boys 
have just finished, There were terrific avations at every performance in France. They were 
given anything but the rather cool reception which is typical of French teenagers. And the 
story continued in Italy and Spain though they were not quite so mad. Perhaps one of their 
areatest tests was Spain, where they just dow’! go mad over anybody apart from the occasional 
bull fighter. It ook the Beatles to disprove this. Thousands packed the bullrings in Madrid 
and Barcelona for the performances, They left for home to the sound of pleas for a swift 
return, We can now list two more countries visited and conquered, ina big way. 

Two days before their departure for France and tour we had Paul's birthday, Three 
days after they were back saw thousands more cards and hundreds of presents for Ringo’s 
25th on 7th July. | warned him by telephone that he couldn't possibly eallect it all by him 
self, He took my advice and arrived at our office with Mal Evan's—the boys’ buddy and 
assistant road manager—complete with van. Ringo proclaimed his birthday a holiday for 
himself, which left him doing the opening and Mal most of the lifting. He has asked me to 
say thank you to all who sent cards, Between us we hape to be able to acknowledge all 
als by post. He tells me he has managed to acquire his parents help in this mammoth 
task.

will you please bring me a water pistal with love from John, 
and do not forget a money box with a key, and a pair of gloves, and 
have you any books and would you try to get some dinkies please,

So went one of the very first literary 
efforts of 5 years old John Winston 
Lennon, present-day author, musician, 
singer, songwriter and humeaurist. 

John is probably the most difficult 
Beatle of all to talk about, He's such a 
very direct, but at the same time, com- 
plex character. But let's see what the 
people who knew him best, as a child 
and at school, have to say about the 
Young John. 

His Aunt, Mimi Smith who raised 
him from the age of five, after his 
parents had separated, describes the 
schoolboy John as, “A lovable rebel. 
He hated any kind of conformity,” 
she says, “and those who wanted to 
make him conform, especially his school 
masters. When he was at art school he 
had a lot of homework to do, and | had 
te lean over him all the time te make 
sure that he did it. If George or Paul 
came round to see him it became quite 
hopeless. 


LOVED ANIMALS 


“He loved animals, especially our 
cat, Sam, which only died last year. He 
was really heart broken when | told 
him the sad news. 

“He was a very handsome little boy, 
with silver-gold hair and big brown 


eyes. | don't think he minds people 
looking at him now, because they used 
te do it when he was a child, on buses 
and places like that. He got so used to it 
that if they didn’t look at him he would 
go up to them and say “I’m John Lennon, 
lam”. 

“He was always the leader of his 
little gang, and insisted on being the 
Indian and never the Cowboy. But I 
remember that his word was law, If he 
said “You're dead", then his friend had 
better accept the fact that he was dead. 
John wouldn't argue about it. To be an 
Indian, he had to have all the equip- 
ment. | used to go to the fish-shop to 
buy a bundle of feathers to make him a 
head-dress. This still wasn't enough 
though; he insisted that he wanted to 
look even more like an Indian, So, in the 
end, he persuaded me to paint him all 
ower with gravey browning. You should 
have scen him, he looked a real sight. 

“He also had this little house built in 
a tree, in our back garden. From the 
spring onwards it was impossible to see 
through the leaves, and he used to hide 
in there for hours. He called rt his “den, 
and used to sit there drawing and 
making up rhymes, just like those in 
his books. | used to get annoyed because 
he kept stealing all my clothes lines to 
make alterations to his tree-house.

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IF HE WAS NAUGHTY 


“Ht first, when he was naughty, | sent 
him te his room, but he was always so 
quiet when | did this that one day I 
decided to see what he did up there, 
I crept up to the door and looked in 
; there he was, sitting very 
comfortably in an easy chair reading a 
book. He was perfectly happy, and all 
the time | thought I'd been punishing 
him. He always loved reading, but only 
classics, | never saw him look at a comic 
ora novel, To this day, | don't think he 
has ever read a novel. His favourite 
books were all about painting and 
painters, like John Ruskin’s ‘Book of 
Beauty'’.” 

Mr. Ballard—John's tutor during 
Intermediate course at art school— 
fives a completely different picture of 
John during his teens:— 

“Compared with other students, he 
was very reticent and quiet. His work 
wasn't very good, but then neither was 
that of the other students’. His class 
mates were very sympathetic towards 
him and helped to cover up his mistakes. 
I don’t remember him as a leader. His 
friend, Stuart Sutcliff, on the other 
hand, was a real trendsetter, in my 
OpPIMGon, 


REHEARSED AT SCHOOL 


“| remembered that John played the 
guitar in those days. | think he rehearsed 
mainly at school because his Aunt 
wouldn't allow him to play it at home. 
He was always being told to ‘Pack up 
that guitar, and get down to some 
work’, 

“The reason | liked John was because 
I go for people who are different. At 
first | didn’t think he had any particular 
talent, but that was before | found his 
sketch-book. 

“All the students had a sketch-book 
for normal school work, but this one 
was his private book that I'd never seen 
before. Inside were loads of drawings

and satirical comments about the staff 
and pupils, that obviously formed the 
basis for his first book. 

“To say that they were brilliant 
would be an understatement. They 
showed a brand new Lennon. Everybody 
loved that book, regardless of whether 
they were mentioned in it or not. After 
this point his general work improved. 
He felt that he now had something to 
offer, and could experiment with new 
ideas instead of just sticking to the usual 
curriculum. 


MADE FOR EACH OTHER 


“Cynthia also helped a great deal at 
this stage. She was his guiding light, 
and even though she was the top girl 
in her class, she always managed to 
spare time for John. Even in those days 
they were really made for each other. 

“Once I'd seen his sketch book, | felt 
convinced that John could become a 
brilliant graphic artist, so | recom- 
mended him for the Graphic School of 
Art, Unfortunately, at this particular 
time, John was getting a reputation as 
a rebel, and because of this, the Graphic 
School refused point blank to have him. 
l was certain he would succeed, so | kept 
trying like mad, and finally they did 
accept him, but in the painting, not the 
graphic school. This was totally wrong, 
but there was nothing | could do. His 
graphic talents just faded out and after 
about six months he left. | was very 
annoyed because | was certain he would 
have been brilliant. 

“The last time | saw John was at the 
last Liverpool Rag Day in 1960. | was 
driving through the crowd, which had 
got completely out of control, when 
suddenly the car was pelted with fruit 
and tomatoes. | peered out, and there 
was John with some of his friends, 
grinning all over their faces. He came 
over and apologised, and we parted the 
best of friends."

[°° month, we left you cliff-hanging over the rumours that were 
plaguing the lives of the Beatles just two years ago. It was Paul 
who drew attention to the grotesquely inaccurate stories going the 


rounds about the newly-sensational Beatles . . 


. and he wondered if 


the same rumours worried other top groups. 


“From Me To You" had just finished at 
the top of the charts. Everybody was talking 
about the Beatles, Including people who 
didn't worry about accuracy, “The Beatles 
have been in a serious car smash ... a 
couple of them are so badly hurt they'll 
never appear in public again." “They find 
they juse can't pet on with each other now 
and the group is going to split up.” “George 
Harrison has split his hand open and can't 
play guitar’. 

All rubbish. But all put round with such 
an air of firm belief that many fans took it all 
in, And Paul pointed out the worse side of 
it all, “Sometimes we'd ger a bit of a giggle 
out of hearing these things about us. But 
then we realised it was different for our 
folks back home in Liverpool. | mean, when 
the phone goes and your mother answers 
and there's some nut on the other end 
saying how sorry they are to hear char John 
Lennon is going blind or something. And 
all these marriage rumours ... it's stupid.” 

On a lighter side, there was the theory 
that the boys couldn't possibly have grown 
all chat hair themselves and that they wore 
wigs. The boys took great delight in actively 
tugging at each other's hair for che benefit 
af photographers. 

But it was only che start of the era of 
rumours, And also the real start of the 
Beatles realising that they had to be rather 
careful what they said to reporters, No— 
I don’t mean they became mealy-mouthed 
--. they were good and outspoken in their 
attitudes. But Paul happened te mention 
that he used green toothpaste for shaving. 


mone and John peer through the foliage in 


Just a gag. In fact, he used a well-known 
make of green shaving cream. But in poured 
cartons of preen toothpaste. Paul was 
astonished. And said: “Would you mind 
telling everybody chat | also like using 
Jaguar cars!" 

A lot of the stories that appeared around 
this time simply made the Beatles laugh. 
They were forever going through the pop 
papers and picking up some little tit-bir ar 
ether and then going through an elaborate 
acting performance as they read alaud to 
the others, One we remember well. Ir 
came from an American glossy magazine of 
enormous circulation. 

The writer hinted that Ringo, as the 
newest Beatle, was rather patronised by 
the others. Rather treated as the lesser one. 
$a Paul looked straight at Ringo, picked up 
the magazine and said, very dryly: “Hey, I 
see we patronise you, Ringo.” Ringo laughed 
at the foolishness of the idea and then wenr 
on reading the latest edition of "The 
Beatles” Book™”. 


What Marriage? 


A lat of the rumours and theories 
were just laughs, The Paul McCart- 
ney-Jane Asher rumours about mar- 
riage were going strong even then. 
They'd been seen together, quoted to- 
gether, photographed together. Buc beth 
said they were NOT married, 
Despite that, characters appeared with 
stories of having seen the wedding 
certificate, copies of insurance policies for

both of them some even said quite 
definicely that they'd been ac the wedding 
service, One fellow artist so-quoted was 
Moel Harrison, It took a long time to track 
him down but when questioned he said: 
“Don't know how these stories get around, 
All | can say is that it is all a complete load 
of nonsense.” 

As we've said, the parents of the boys 
suffered most... in those early days. After 
all, the boys were now big names. Their 
every activity was of importance. Now, of 
course, it is different, The Beacle families 
know what the boys are like and they know 
which stories can be believed and which are 
obviously just a load of rumour-ridden 
rubbish, 

On the work side, these 24 short months 
ago, the Beatles had it pretty well made, 
“Please Please Mie" was top of the L.P. 
charts and “Twist and Shouc” was righe on 
the summit of che E.P. section. “From Me 
To You" wat nearing the bottem of che 
Top Twenty, having been in the charts for 
four months. Everyone was patiently waiting 
for the next single ... which was to be 
“She Loves You". 

The boys spent July 29 and 30, 71763, in 
the studios in London. Vrhile the new 
single was the most important thing, they 
also stacked away some useful tracks for 
another LP. Ve called ta see them in 
action and couldn't help being impressed at 
the way the boys mow felt so happy and 
confident in front of that batrery af micro: 
phenes, Recording manager George Martin 
said then: “It was worth taking a lot of 
trouble to work out the very best way to 
handle the boys. Such characters are worth 
cultivating.” Mo longer were they uncertain 
abour how ta get the best sound. They had 
their own ideas and put them forward te 
George and to balance engineer Norman 
Smith. 


Return Date 


Following the recording sessions, the 

boys went back to their home terri- 
tory, to the delight of thousands of 
fans. On July 31, they played a date at 
the Imperial Ballroom, Nelson, then 
went on to the Grafton, in Liverpool, 
the following day. lt was another trium- 


phant return home. Liverpudlians whe 
didn't particularly dig the Beatle style of 
music couldn't help feeling proud that the 
boys were doing sa much to carry the name 
of the City the whole length and breadth 
of the coumery. 

August 3 was an important date. It was 
back to the Cavern for the boys, with 
queues stretching round several blocks 
long before the session was due to start. It 
was as if the Beatles had won the FA. Cup. 
The din was incredible—you could hardly 
hear the music over the shoucs and screams. 
If the boys had switched off altogether, it's 
doubtful whether the fans would have 
realised it right away. 

After che session, the Beathes relaxed 
with strengthened Cokes and wallowed in 
the joy of being back home. Said Paul, wiping 
about three gallons of sweat off his brow 
“There's something about a Liverpool 
audience that makes ‘em different from 
anywhere else in the country. Suppose it's 
that they're just not afraid to let themselves 
go and have a real ball.” 

Certainly they were getting experience 
of audiences in difference sections of the 
country, Buc they obviously had no idea at 
all that they'd soon be trotting right round 
the world, playing from Alabama to Awus= 
tralia. Fer this Liverpool dare, thought, the 
Beatles did a load of their old rockers from 
the repertoire they'd built up in Germany. 


John talks about States 


jt was around now that the boys rea- 

lised they might soon be able to see 
something of the world. But this period 
of two years ago was very different from 
today. There'd been no Beatles then to 
blaze the way for British groups in che 
States ... British pop music was very much 
a second-rate affair.

Ringo the quict onc; Paul 
the tactful one—the diplo- 
mat: John the witty one 
{often the slightly sarcastic 
one too'); and George the 
handsome, funny one. How 
do the boys gel on together? 
Well, like any group of 
people spending a lot of 
lime in close proximity with 
each other they have their 
disagreements, but on the 
whole they seem to act on 
remarkably well, When on 
tour they tend io go oul 
together, of course, (like 
in Paris when everyboudy— 
including Brian Epstein: 
Road Managers Neil 
Aspinall, AIT Bicknell, and 
Mal Evans; and oo miyself 
found ourselves at Castell’s 

the Ad-Lib of Paris). 

One trouble with the 
Beatles’ popularity is that 
if one were to play Beatles 
records i request proa- 
grammes on the basis of the 
percentage of cards  re- 
questing them, 90%, of the 
records played would be by 
the four boys!

Take 
the next Twenty—not one single British 
rare, 

The British Top Twenty for the same 
week was headed by Elvis tnd “Devil In 
Disguise". There were nine British names 
in the Twenty—the groups represented 
were the Searchers, Brian Poole, Gerry and 
the Pacemakers, the Shadows, and the 
Beatles. 

Consider how the times have changed in 
just two years, Consider che fantastic influ- 
ence which was started in the upcaming 
months afterwards by the Beatles, which 
led to British domination of the charts both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

lt was against this 1963 background of 
American supremacy that the Beatles took 
another gigantic step forward. Next month, 
we'll recall the background of the release of 
“She Loves You" ... the disc that really 
started off all that ‘yeah, yeah, yeah" bit.
